by a man who asserted that he was

Colonel Heyer, the head Inspector of

police. This man curtly told the prison
official to «et ready tho prl8on van, as

ten prisoners were to be conveyed to

the citadel at 8 o'clock that night. As
the names of the prisoners we're given
and as the man's volco resembled that
of Colonel Meyer the prisoners lu ques¬
tion wore brought from their cells at
the time mentioned.
Promptly at 3 o'clock came an officor

of gendarmes and ten policemen, all in
uniform. The officer introduced him¬

self as Rot meister von Budbergom and

presented the necessary documents or¬

dering the transfer of the prisoners.
To the governor's anxious query wheth¬
er he had a strong enough guard to

deal with so many desperate men the
officer replied that a large armed con¬

¦taslerDli-res of Art That Arr Lost

to tbe World.
Tho "Venus de Milo," which has beeu

In the Ix>uvre for many years ls, as all

Ihe world knows, an Imperfect piece of

Bculpturo, though lt ls the groutest
treasure of Uh kind the world has ever

Been. A great reward would ba given
the man who could find tlie missing

parts. About 1878 the most Important
vt them.the right arm-came to light
In London and was proved by experts
to be genuine. Tho owner, however,

refusenl to part with lt and concealed
lt for fear lt would l>e stolen. Unfor
tunately he died without revealing Its

hiding place, so lt ls as much lost ns

ever.
A bronze drinking cup which wuh

stolen from an Egyptian temple In

17T.9 and brought to Burope hus mirac¬
ulously disappeared, <>n lt ls engraved
the whole history of the Pharaohs, and

lt could easily be sold for f HKU.KH). In

fact, the French government offered a

reward of $14,000 for Its discovery, but

the famous cup luis vanished, probably
forever.
Another treasure which has vanished

In as strange a way ls the Marcella
vase of the Dresden collection. This

ls the only piece missing from the fa¬
mous Dresden Marcella collection, the
taine of which is said to be 175,000.
lt bears the cross arrows and the linn's

head. Not long ago the vase was said

to be In England, but, be that as lt

nilli', the person who rediscovers this

treasure may command any price In

How lt ls possible that u treasure ho

large as a palming could be lost sight
of entirely ls not easily explained, but

this has often happened, one of Reyn¬
olds' paintings, "Countess of l»erby,"
which ls considered his best portrait,

It Tests the e.enlim of the Aetor nnd
the Actress.

The sta^e kiss ls Important There

ls nothing which so tests the genius of

an actor aud an actress as the ability
uneler Just such circumstances to pro¬
duce the illusion of love. On the stage
lt is necessary for them to forget their
own personalities, to smother their

own feelings, one for the other, and in

the place ot' the warped though genu¬
ine kiss we see at the railroad station
and the steamship wharf present to

our eyes by tlie magic of their acting a

highly artificial product.
And this highly artificial product, be¬

cause lt ls art and because lt ls pro¬
duced by art. Impresses us as real and
genuine where the actually real and

genuine would have lilied us only with

derision and contempt, just as real

tears on the stage would fall to move

us. Indeed, the best stage kisses, the

kisses that are most convincing lu tlie

way of realism, are usually given and
received by actors and actresses whose

feeling for each other In private life ls,
to say the least, Indifferent Frequent¬
ly, If audiences only kuew, they watch
lovemaking on the stage between men

and women who are literally at dag¬
gers' points with each other.

I would not go so far as to say that

such a state of feeling always contrib¬
utes to good stage lovemaking and to

realistic stage kissing, but I do know
that lt is an axiomatic truth, recog¬

nized by theatrical managers every¬
where, not to engage play folk lovers

to enact similar roles In a drama If lt

ls at all possible to get any one else..

.xcept that in such case the horse or

liorses shall be held until the horse

machine may proceed.

11. Any person failing to perform
any duty imposed by any section of
this act, or violating any provision
or condition herein set forth, shall for
each offense be fined not less than
ten dollars or more than one hun¬
dred dollars, or imprisoned in jail not
less than five nor more than thirty
days, or both, in the discretion of tho
justice of the peace before whom the
case may be tried. An appeal may
be taken to the circuit court of the
county or corporation or hustings
court of the city, in accordance with
the general law governing appeals in
misdemeanor cases.

IS. In addition to such fine or im¬
prisonment any person violating any
of the provisions of this Act shall be
liable for damages actually incurred
by reason of such violatio'n and the
machine may be seized and impound¬
ed anywhere in any county or city of
this State, upon the order of a justice
of said county or city In which the
offense is committed, and may, by
order of the justice, be sold to pay
such fine or damage. But before any
judgment shall be entered in said pro¬
ceeding the owner of such machine
shall have notice of the same by pub¬
lication or otherwise, according to
law and allowed an opportunity to
make elelense, and the eiriver ofthe
machine shall be deemed an agent of
of the owner for the purpose of serv¬

ing process.
